All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  he  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof,  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from; — Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
hall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters,  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense,  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
Clauses. 


51a.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  of 
or  in  amendment  of  Acts  incorporating  Railway  Com- 
panies, shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model 
Bill  adopted  by  the  House  on  23rd  June,  1887,  copies 
of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

To  authorize  the  the  Sale  of  I.n n it s within  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  District  of  Surrey,  upon  which  taxes  hare 

been  due  and  in  arrear  for  two  years. 

1 HEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  lands  or  parcels 
of  lands  within  thi  Corporation  of  the  District 
of  Surrey,  upon  which  taxes  have  been  due  and  in 
arrear  for  two  yean,  shall  be.  sold,  and  the.  proceeds 
applied  in  the  reduction  of  such  taxes.

4.  The  advertisement  shall  contain  a notification 
that  unless  the  arrears  and  costs  are  sooner  paid,  he 
will  proceed  to  sell  the  lands  for  the  taxes,  on  a day 
and  time,  and  at  a place  named  in  the  advertisement. 

5.  The  Assessor  and  Collector  shall,  at  least  three 
months  preceding  the  time  of  sale,  also  deliver  to  or 
deposit  in  the  post  office,  to  the  address  of  the  owner 
of  such  property  which  is  to  be  sold  for  taxes  as  afore- 
said, or  to  the  agent  of  such  owner,  a notification,  in
